Lews remaining at Bruxels for the manner of 
proceeding herein, 

Healſo confeſleth that hee wrote letters by 
thedireCtion of DoQtor Lopez rothe Secrearic 
Ibarra, whercin hee made offer and promiſetn 
Lopez name, & by himrto performthat horrible 
facttopoyſon theQueene, with condition for 
Lopez to have 50000. crownes for hisrewardez 
which letters were carried to Ibarra by one Go- 
mez Dauila a Portingate , by order of DoQtor 
Lopez, andat his coſt, astheſaid Gomezhath al- 
ſo confeſſed. Manuel Lews was allo expreſlie 
ſent from the Counte Fuentes and Ibarra into 
Englandto Ferrera,to mouehimto c6ferreſpee-

Manuel Lews thethird Portingale confeſ- 
ſeth that hee was firſt made acquainted by the 
CounteFuentes, with this purpoſe to haue her 
Maieſtic poyloned, who cauſed his Secretarieto 
ſhew him thelener which Andrada had written 
tothe ſaid Counte inthe DoQtorsname for per- 
formance hereof, which he did reade. He con- 
feſſed allo, thatwhen he was ſent into England 
by the ſame Counte Fuentes to deale with the 
DoQor,and with _—_ Ferrera, for perfor- 
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* mance of this ate; the Counte willed him to 
cauſe Ferreratortell Lopez.that the Counte had 
recciued order from the King of Spaine to 
moue Lopez to attempr:the fact with al ſpeed, 
thereby to giuetheKing amerrie Paſqua: and fo 
hecameintoEngland, and there atthree diuers 
times conferred vpon thatpurpoſe: And thatar 
his comming tromBruxels, the Counte Fuentes 
and; the Secretarie Ibarra cauſed him to take a 
corporal otheto bee taithtulland ſecret herein, 
which he didtakein their preſence. | 

 Hebrought alſo a ſpeciall meſſagefromthe 
Counte-to Ferrera, to haſten DoQtor Lopez to 
commir-the. tatte, with: promiſe of honour 
andreward betidesthe5oo000. crownes, andad- 
uancemeit for the DoCtors children, and'thar 
he had order from the King of Spainetogiueto 
Lopez whatloeuer he would asketo perpetrate 
theta. ' Manudl. Lews inthe'end had alſo by 
order. ofthe CounteFnentes two terters of ex- 
change. fora fiumme:ofmohey to be ſhewed'to

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by the ſame Gomez to Iohn Pallacios, in which 
letters mention is made for monie to be paideto 
one by the name of Franciſcode Torres, but in 
verytruthto Manuell Lewes,for in ſundriemat- 
ters paſſed by Manuell Lews,it was agreed that 
he ſhould hauethe name of Franciſco de Tor- 
res,as himſelfe hath confeſled. 

And he conteſſeth furtherthatwhen Gomez 
Dauila had carriedthe letters from Ferrera to al- 
ſurerhe Counte Fuentes that Lopez would per- 
forme the faQt haning aſſurance for the 50000 
crownes, Gomez Dauila ſtaied amoneth with- 
out anſwere,forthatthe-Counte ſaid that he 'ex> 
pected ſome further reſolution out of Spaine':
